Rat Bite Fever Is Not : 
Common in This Coun- 
try, But May Happen at 
Any Time 


WE:K or two ago a young 
men of our city died who had 
been sick for eight years from the 
results of a rat bite. He did not 
die of rat bite fever. but died of 
: a heart af- 
fection that 
had resulted 
from a blood 
poisoning fol- 
lowing the 
bite. Rat Bite 
fever is a 
rather un- 
common dis- 
ease in the 
United States 
though it is 
quite well 
‘known in 
Japan. China, 
and the East 
Indies, and is 
ececurring more. frequently in’ our 
seanoard cities? \. 

Iv is caused by a -spirittum 
which infects ratsanice, quinea 
pigs, and squirrels. It is found in 
the mouth and on the teeth of 
the diseased anima! and is car- 
ried to other animals or humans 
by biting 

It may segm useless ta write 

about d disease that is not.com- 
mon, but it may occur any place 
where rats abound. If recogniged 
early it is easily cured, but ‘f 
neglected may prove fatal. It is-, 
very Gifficult tc diagnose, becavse 
after the kite is reczived the 
wound heals up without any 
trouble and disappears. 
_ After a period of fifteen to 
forty days, the healed scar sud- 
denly becomes inflamed, the tis- 
sues around’it become swollen. it. 
4g covered with little blisters, and 
the scar may ulcerate, From the 
‘fmamed: area, there” are red 
streaks running up the arm or 
leg with hardened glands in the 
tissue’; and extending up to the 
glands, of the arm pit or groin.

Then suddenly the whole 
process starts over and al! the 
symptoms reappear, to again 
subside and recur in a more or 
Jess regular manner. 


Each attack is less severe than 
before and the period between 
attacks. grows longer. There.may 
be teh or twelve of these attacks 
of fever, pain, and swelling, last- 
ing oVer a‘period of a number of 
months and.t:has been krown‘to 
reoccur for eight or ten years. 

It acts very much like relapsing 
fever, but the inflainmation 
around the original wound and 
the swelling and pain in ‘the 
jJotnts and of the glands does not 
occur in relapsing fever. The 
diggnosis can be determined posi- 
tively by‘ microscopical examina- 
tion of the fuid from ‘the blisters 
or infected glands or frem the 
patient’s blood. The hlood. may be 
injected, into. a guinea pig. or 
white rat’ to sec if the ‘animal 
contracts - the troubkle.
